A magjor site for celebrating the “National Public Lands Day” project this year will be the
US Army Corps of Engineer’s Cochiti Lake. On Saturday, September 25, 1999, starting at
8:30am, free boat rides will be given to the first 200 volunteers who sign up for amorning of
clean up along the shore and grounds of the lake.

Food, refreshments, lunch, t-shirts and other small gifts will also be distributed to the
participants.
